Rindge Gets Score in First Period

Before a drenched crowd at Rus- 
311 Field on Columbus Day morn- 
ine. Rindge Tech. defeated Camb- 
ridge Latin for the championship 
‘of the City by the score of 6 — 2. 

‘Rindge scored in the first. period, 
when a newcomer, Billy Hill raced 
16 yards around Latin’s right end 


on a reverse play after the shift | 


to the left. : 

_ This same Billy Hill from the 
Junior varsity and Bill Lusk, 
Rindge’s right half back, worked 
the ball into scoring position from 
the 50 yard line. 

The second period went scoreless, 
but Rindge showed greater strength 
and kept the ball deep in Latin’s 
territory. In fact tle ball was on 
th: 8 yard line when the whistle 
blew ending the first half. 

In the third period Latin came 
to life. Aided by some brilliant 
running by Cowley, Latin’s right 
half back, the Latin boys brought 
the ball close to the Rindge goal 
line. Here they lost the ball on 
downs. The fight was still in them 
however, when Rindge tried to rush 
the ball from their own goal line, 
Walker, Latin’s right end _ broke 
through and tackled Lusk behind 
his own goal line. This safety gave 
them 2 points making the score 

The last period was very thrilling 
and rather nerve racking for the 
Rindge roo‘ers. From the beginning 
to the end Latin threatened to score. 
Cowley did most of the ball carry- 
ing. After working the ball to the 
Rindge 25 yard line, he broke loose 
around Rindge’s right end -for a 
touchdown, but the play was called 
back because his footprints were 
‘found to be outside the side—line.

Coaching the Freshman was very 
interesting work. Most of the boys 
had a fairly good idea as to where 
they would like to play. However, 
as they were shifted around to dif- 
ferent positions some of the boys 
soon realized they were trying for 
the wrong position. That is one 
of the distinct advantages of Fresh- 
man football. The coach can ex- 
periment a great deal with the 
boys and the boys can learn from 
actual experience the position best 
suited for them and can concentrate 
their efforts in that direction. 


As a coach’s criticism of the team, 
I might say the boys did not per- 
form the fundamentals of blocking 
or tackling well. Their drive was 
not as good as it should have been. 
However, I stressed that. point to 
the boys and they know their weak- 
nesses. They have also been drilled 
well in these fundamentals. What 
they have to learn is how to actually 
perform them well. In fairness to 
the boys, I might add that they 
were handicapped in this direction 
because of the lack of equipment. 
However, it also must be kept in 
mind that this is the first Fresh- 
man football team at Rindge and 
that equipment was almost impos- 
sible to get because of the war. The 
Athletic Authorities are to be con- 
gratulated in their efforts to field 
a Freshman football team at this 
critical time because from my per- 
sonal observation all the boys en- 
joyed themselves and obtained the 
benefits which comes from _parti- 
cipating in any sport. The moral 
and character of the Rindge boys 
will continue to advance while en- 
couraged by side projects like Fresh- 
man football. 


I must not close this article with- 
out a word of praise for our first 
Freshman football manager O’Con- 
nell who did a splendid job. Mr. 
Lynch should keep this boy in mind 
when selecting a manager for the 
Varsity football team in the future.

Tribute To The 69th Divisions 
The following tribute to the 69th 
Division was handed into the Reg- 
ister by Donald William MacKen- 
zie, who has returned to Rindge to 
resume his studies. He left on Jan- 
uary 7, 1944 while.a P. G. in the 
Electrical Course and returned two 
years later to carry on. ; 
Tribute To The 69th Division 
“The Sixty Ninth Division. a_re- 
membrance of the “Fighting Sixty 
Ninth” of the First World War 
brought honor to itself and _to our 
country by being the first Division 
ato make the historic . link-up with 
the Russians under the command 
of General Reinhart. Only in com- 
bat five months and a green out- 
fit it showed its striking power by 
their taking of 50 or more small 
towns, capturing 10,000 or more 
prisoners and helping to capture 
Germany’s third largest city, Leip- 
zig. 
Many a hardship these boys en- 
dured but they lived up to the old 





reputation. 
With many losses due to the 
Battle of the Rhineland, the boys 


pushed on and beat every Division 
over the Elbe River and brought the 
major part of the war to a victo- 
rious end. 

It is all behind us now, but we 
shall always have with us the mem- 
ories of the boys who died to per- 
petuate the name of the ‘Gallant 
Sixty - Ninth.’ ” ;

| term “laying the troll”. In the first 


place there are twelve or fourteen 
tubs about three feet high and two 
feet wide. In each tub there is 
about one half a mile of troll, that 


| is heavy line about one quarter inen

thick. At every foot there is a line 
extending downward to which a 
hook is attached, A buoy or a large 
glass globe is attached to one end 
of the troll and it is thrown over- 


| board. Human hands never come in 


contact with the line itself, the 
throwing is all done with the aid of 
a stick just keeping it clear of the 
bulwarks. When one tub is finished 
attached the other tub to the 
end of the first, ete. Then we hove 
to and lie for about two hours with 
our main sail down using only the 
flying jib. : 
After we had lunched and rested 
a while we started to haul; that is 
to go slowly forward under power 


| of our jibs, all the while hauling 


in the line. We do not extract the 
hook from the mouth of the fish 
in a gentle manner . as one weighs 
about twenty pounds or more. We 
just haul them over the side and 
give a sharp yank letting them fall 
in the bin in the bottom of the boat. 
One plague of the fishermen is the 
dogfish, a useless marauder which 
is in abundance. Another is the 
skate or ray fish which has a long 
tail with a sharp barb at the end 
and which is quite poisonous if 
you come in contact with it. 

Luck wasn’t with us this day for 
we only caught about four hundred 
haddock and hake but never-the-less 
we set sail for home, A nosey gull, 
attracted by the odor of the bait 
and fish came coasting down out of 
the blue and landed on our main 
mast gracefully balancing himself.
